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PREFACE 


This Index covers all the issues of THE HOMILETIC from October, 1900, 
to September, 1953, inclusive. Without a complete Index, the great wealth of 
information contained in the tens of thousands of pages comprising these issues 
is not readily accessible. As this information covers every phase of clerical 
interests and activities, and most of the prominent scholars of the past two gen- 
erations have contributed at one time or another to the REVIEW, a complete 
set of THE HOMILETIC is equivalent to an extensive theological library. 
Even subscribers who possess only a partly complete set of the past issues will 
doubtless welcome this Index as a convenient key to the information contained 
in their volumes. 


In reference to points especially on Canon Law, and also to some extent to 
points on theology, we would remind the user of this Index that the Code of 
Canon Law has made important modifications in the discipline of the Church. 
Consequently, when in consulting the Index on such questions one finds the 
same subject treated in volumes prior and subsequent to 1918, the more recent 


volumes are most likely to supply the desired information. 


Each part of the Index is divided into three Sections: Section I (General 
Index) includes all contributions except the actual Sermons, Conferences, 
Addresses, etc. (Section II), and the Book Reviews (Section III). 


As the purpuse of an Index is purely practical, the first consideration of the 
compilers has been to make as accessible as possible the information contained 
in the fifty-three volumes of THE HOMILETIC already published. For this 
reason every contribution has been listed under the subject (or subjects) treated 
as well as under its title and author, and all references to each subject have 
been assembled under a single heading, where possible or feasible. In too many 
indexes one finds the information on a subject scattered under a number of 
more or less synonymous headings — a situation that is most disheartening to 
the inquirer who is anxious to discover what exactly has been printed on a given 
topic. 


The same consideration of practical utility has led the compilers to group 
together all the legislation of the Code on a single topic. In cases wherein this 
legislation is extensive (e.g., on the Sacraments), a separate heading is devoted 
to it (e.g., Baptism ACCORDING TO THE CODE). Even where the legislation is 
included under a general heading, the references to this legislation are strictly 
segregated from other contributions on the same topic. Consulters of the Index 
will undoubtedly appreciate this arrangement all the more for the reason that 
an exhaustive commentary of the whole Code has appeared in the pages of 


THE HOMILETIC. Under Canon Law is given a synopsis of the subjects 


treated. 


When a given subject can be considered under various phases and the 
references to these phases have been very numerous, subheadings have been 
introduced to enable the user to find more readily the exact information he seeks. 
Thus, the contributions on Marriage have been grouped as follows: 


MARRIAGE ACCORDING TO THE CODE 
ManrriaGE, BANNS OF 
MapRRIAGE, FORM OF 
MarRIAGE IMPEDIMENTS 
MarriAGE, MISCELLANEOUS QUESTIONS ABOUT

Obviously, the selection of these headings was governed by no fine technical 
distinctions, but entirely by the fact that the titles chosen represent the aspects 
of marriage regarding which the consulter of the Index is most likely to seek 
information — and thus naturally regarding which the most information was 
supplied by the past issues of THE HOMILETIC. In all cases where the 
references to a topic were so numerous that a subdivision under separate head- 
ings seemed desirable, cross-references have been inserted to direct the reader 
to the places where he can find all the information available. 


Finally, by the use of a system of abbreviations explained on the pages 
immediately preceding Sections I and II, the compilers have indicated the nature 
of every indexed item (e.g., whether it is a special article, a Decree or Decision 
of the Holy See, an ordinance of the Code, etc. ). Consulters of the Index will 
thus know exactly in every instance what they may expect to find at the place 
indicated. - 


In Section II (representing what is undoubtedly the greatest collection of 
Catholic sermons and sermon materials in the English language ), the abbrevia- 
tions indicate the general character of each sermon or address and the nature 
of the occasion for which it is intended. 


Readers will notice the difference in style of type between Part I and Part IT 
of the Index. But for the economy effected by this change of style, it would 
have been impossible to offer the Index at a reasonable price. 


That the present Index will make further available the results of the unselfish 
labors of two generations of Catholic scholars is the sincere hope of the compilers. 


Hereafter, the final (September) issue of each volume of the Homiletic 
will contain an annual analytical index, which will keep this Index always up 
to date. Provision is made in this present volume for the incorporation of these 
annual supplements, which will be made available in pamphlet form at a nominal 
charge.
